SARATOGA 

Early last week this wanderer noticed a 
horse standing under a tree in the Sara- 
toga paddock. That’s not unusual, but 
there was a familiar cast to this one. 
Closer inspection disclosed that he was be- 
ing paddocked under the observance of 
Bert Mulholland, so of course it had to be 
Lucky Draw. which has used up two ten- 
dons and is now working on a third. He 
was out all of last year, and though he’d 
raced a few times this season, this tourist 
had missed him. 

The horse never looked better, which is 
saying something because he is an impres- 
sive and beautifully made horse. But he 
was trembling, as they say, like a leaf. All 
through his forehand and down his stifle 
the long muscles were aquiver. He just 
plain had the jitters. This, too, is not un- 
usual in the Saratoga paddock, but it is 
not so often observed in the horses. 

It was suggested that this was a new de- 
velopment, and that Lucky Draw used to 
have no difficulty with his nerves. 

“Well, he never was what you'd call a 
quiet horse.” said Mulholland, “but he’s 
worse now. I guess I’m partly responsible. 
[left him at Jamaica overnight before we 
came up here. Thought he’d get used to 
it But he got himself worked up.” 

Lucky Draw put his nose down to what 
visitors had left of the Saratoga grass a 
lime or two, but he wouldn’t pluck any. 
After a half-hour or so he steadied up a 
bit, but the faint muscular quiver never 
teally stopped. “He’s getting better,” his 
trainer remarked. “IL bring him over a 
few more times, and maybe he'll be all 
right on Saturday.” 

Unfortunately he wasn’t all right on 
Saturday. He had his old speed, but he

couldn't carry it in the old way. He was 
off third in the Saratoga Handicap, behind 
two horses, and he pulled out and went 
around in fine style. But in the middle of 
the last turn he was done. He hadn’t even 
stretched Loyal Legion out enough to stop 
him, and the latter went on to win. But 
he seemed to come out of the race all 
right. so | wouldn’t count him out yet. 


HORSES FOR MARKETS. No deep 
conclusions will be offered here about the 
Saratoga sales, but two items were self- 
evident. The market for good horses is as 
live as ever—that was demonstrated dur- 
ing the first week. The market for bad 
horses is shot to little bits—that was dem- 
onstrated during the second. 

A good many of the later offerings had 
no business at Saratoga, in the first place. 
There is a very flourishing market for 
dime-store jewelry, but I doubt if you 
could sell much in Tiffany’s. The people 
who go there are looking for something a 
little better. 

Consequently the lower average in the 


Saratoga prices does not reflect a real 
drop in the yearling market. There was 


no such drop at Keeneland, and there was 


| 
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no visible slackening of interest at Sara- 
toga when there was stock, rather than 
stuff, in the ring. 

The sale of horses in training showed 
the same thing in miniature. If there was 
ever a livelier market than the A. C. Ernst 
horses received, I wasn’t there. And a 
horse named Vacance interested me con- 
siderably. On Friday afternoon he ran to 
be claimed for $8,000, and won by a head, 
and no one claimed him. On Saturday 
morning he sold at auction for $12,000. 
But the rag-tag and bobtail sold for noth-

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STAKES AND HORSES 


Citation Returns to the Races; 
Mr. Busher Out for the Season 


There was varied fare at U. S. tracks 
last week. Saratoga held three races for 
2-year-olds. Fillies and mares three years 
old and upward had opportunity at the 
New York course and at Washington Park. 
As a group. the 3-year-olds raced against 
each other in a couple of stakes. And 
there were some examples of the race that 
have become as traditional to the Ameri- 
can Turf scene as the tote board: Stakes 
and handicaps for 3-year-olds and up- 
ward. ranging from 1,'; to 144 miles. 

There was other news, too. Citation 
returned to racing after a layoff occasioned 
by a pulled muscle. In the overnight 
Buckingham Purse, at Washington Park 
on August 21, he beat three other 3-year- 
olds at six furlongs in 1:10 4/5. He won 
going away by 21% lengths over King Rhy- 
mer. Speculation was third. 

Citation’s return was matched by the 
loss of another top-class performer. Over 
the week-end it was announced that Mr. 
Busher, the brilliant 2-year-old from Maine 
Chance Farm, would not race any more 
this year. He was cut about the legs in 
the Washington Park Futurity, the race 
in which he received his first defeat in 
four starts. 

Other 2-year-olds remained busy. The 
young Greentree Farm stallion Shut Out 
got his first stakes winner when C. M. 
Kline’s Slam Bang won the Sanford 
Stakes. The colt won drawing away by 
nearly two lengths in 1:12 for the six 
furlongs. creditable time for Saratoga. 
Blue Counselor and Swords Town, sons of 
Blue Swords, were second and third. The 
stakes winners The Admiral and Prince 
Quest were beaten. 

Next day (August 17) in Saratoga’s 
Spinaway Stakes, another young sire made 
news. It was Alsab, whose daughter 
Myrtle Charm won the 57th running of 
the six-furlong race for 2-year-old fillies. 
Lady Dorimar was second, Gaffery was 
third. Myrtle Charm, a granddaughter 
of Myrtlewood, ran the six furlongs in 1:11 
3/5. Her winning margin was a dozen 
lengths. Like Mr. Busher she is owned by 
Mrs. Elizabeth N. Graham’s Maine Chance 
Farm. The same establishment won the 
remaining 2-year-old stakes on the week’s 
calendar at Saratoga when Magic Words, 
a colt by Easy Mon, took the Grand Union 
Hotel Stakes. He ran his six furlongs in 
1:11 4/5. Sport Page was second, Noble 
Impulse third. 

Last Wednesday, fillies and mares were 
in the feature races at Washington Park 
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and Saratoga. At the New York course. 
victory in the Diana Handicap went to Ben 
F. Whitaker’s Carolyn A.. which has been 
no stranger to the winner’s circle. At 
Washington Park, the Misy Isle Stakes 
went to Calumet Farm’s In the Pink, a 
Bull Lea filly which was winning her first 
stakes. The seven-furlong Misty Isle, un- 
der allowance conditions, was contested 
by Tre Vit. Four Winds. Miss Kimo, and 
other able runners. In the Pink, sharing 
bottom weight of 109 with Brownian, won 
by three lengths over Tre Vit (110). Four 
Winds (125) was third. Miss Kimo 
(117), racing below her usual form, was 
last. Over a slow track, In the Pink cov- 
ered the seven furlongs in 1:24 2/5. 
Carolyn A. ran the nine furlongs of the 
Diana in 1:51 4/5 over a fast strip. She 
won by a length over * Miss Grillo. Mother 
was third. *Miss Grillo had won the 


Diana in 1946 and 1947. 


HANDICAPPERS. The handicap group 
got its customary action on Saturday. 
Feature at Washington Park was the nine 
furlong Whirlaway Stakes. By tradition, 
Calumet Farm had an option on the race. 
It was named for the famous Mr. Long- 
tail, and its first two runnings were won 
by Armed. This year the Calumet repre- 
sentative was Whirl Blast, a son of Whirl- 
away. But even so strong a combination 
as that could not prevail. Victory went 
to F. W. Hooper’s *Colosal, which was 
winning his richest victory in North 
America. The Argentine-bred 5-year-old 
got up to nose out Eternal Reward in 
1:48 1/8. track-record time. Armed had 
set the former mark of 1:48 3/5 in last 
years Whirlaway, under 130 pounds. 
*Colosal carried 118. Star Reward was 
third to *Colosal. 

Saratoga’s version of the traditional U. 
S. handicap was the Saratoga Handicap, 
for 3-year-olds and upward at 114 miles. 
It was won by Walter M. Jeffords’ Loyal 
Legion, which went out to make the pace 
for the filly Snow Goose, his stablemate, 
and hung on to win by a length over Bug 
Juice. Snow Goose was third. The time 
was 2:03 1/5. 

The Absecon Handicap at Atlantic City 
was for 3-year-olds at nine furlongs. Mrs. 
FE. H. Augustus’ Seven League. a son of 
Our Boots, led throughout, won by a 
length over First Nighter. Dr. Almac was 
third. 

Narragansett Park limited its feature 
race to fillies and mares, three years old 


and upward. Ann’s Lee, a daughter of 
Bull Lea, won the 1 1/16-mile event. May. 
ram was second, Hot Slippers third. The

Some Notes and Observations 
On the Auctions at Saratoga 


SARATOGA 
The auction of Friday evening, August 
90, was a mixed affair. including stallions, 
mares and foals. yearlings, and horses in 
training. The sale was made up of two 
consignments. one from Mrs. Elizabeth 
Graham’s Maine Chance Farm, the other 
representing the dispersal of stock owned 
by Robert C. Winmill (Clovelly Farm, 
Warrenton, Va.). The Winmill offerings 
included one partnership horse, the 2-year- 
old Indian Jewel, which went. at $13,000. 
to the other partner, James Cox Brady. 
Stallions are something of a rarity on 
the Saratoga market. Mr. Winmill’s 14- 
year-old Double Scotch, winner of two 
races and sire of numerous winners, went 
to J. M. MeLanahan at $1.500. Mrs. Gra- 
ham. who becomes very fond of horses 
and has a hard time persuading herself to 
let them go, sold Colony Boy to Sydney 
V. Glass for $3.100 and the rambunctious 
Jacomar to C. T. Chenery for $3,500. 
Jacomar will go to Mr. Chenery’s grow- 
ing stud near Richmond. Va. Colony Boy 
will head the small band of mares gathered 
by Mr. and Mrs. Glass at their place, The 
Grange. in Chester County, Pennsylvania. 
A considerable number of outside seasons 
will be available, Mr. Glass indicated. 
With reference to Colony Boy. highest- 
priced yearling of his year and winner of 
the Walden Stakes, Announcer Humphrey 
S. Finney stated that he was bred to seven 
mares in 1947, got four foals. was returned 
to training. but proved still unsound from 
the foot bone broken when he was a 3- 
year-old. He was not bred in 1948, but 
he was sold with an emphatic announce- 
ment that he would not prove sound for 
further racing. 


Two of the most progressive develop- 
ments in auction sales while the Fasig- 
Tipton Company was under the direction 
of the late E. J. Tranter were the practice 
of certifying mares as barren or in foal, 
and the requirement that mares be free of 
contagious abortion infection. In the case 
of two Maine Chance mares sold Friday 
night, special announcements were re- 
quired. Gala Red was last bred to War 
Jeep on June 24 and the examining vet- 
etinarian would indicate only that she 
might be in foal. 


War Fan, stakes-winning daughter of 
War Admiral and Fantine, was sold sub- 
ject to a waiver of the rule which requires 
that mares be certified in sound breeding 
condition. The mare had a streptococcic 
infection in 1947, but after treatment was

bred to Jet Pilot in 1948, last service on 
June 5. The  veterinarian’s statement 
stated that she might possibly be in foal, 
but indicated that there was no certain 
assurance that the infection had disap- 
peared. She nevertheless brought $12,000, 
the successful bidder being Frank J. Hel- 
ler, who, like Mrs. Graham. keeps some 
mares at Leslie Combs 2nd’s Spendthrift 
Farm at Lexington. 


The Fasig-Tipton Company this year in- 
stalled a wire recorder to provide a per- 
manent record of the announcements from 
the auctioneer’s stand and the progress of 
the bidding. In involved cases such as the 
above the voice track stands as a safe- 
guard against the possibility of disputes 
as to what happened. 


In the 1946 Keeneland Summer Sales 
Mrs. Graham bought a War Admiral— 
Danise M. filly from Mr. Combs’ con- 
signment for $54,000. The filly was named 
Silver Queen—she turned out to be a gray 
instead of a brown, as first registered— 
and broke her maiden this year as a 3- 
year-old. She was put in the sale of Au- 
gust 20 and sold to Walter P. Chrysler. 
Jr.. for $10.300. She was sold with the 
breeding stock, but had not been bred. 

The yearlings in the ring at Saratoga 
for years have been handled by a stout 
little man named Strube. Consignors had 
the idea that his short stature made the 
yearlings appear bigger, and paid him $2 
a head for handling each youngster dur- 
ing the few minutes it was in the ring. 
This year the Fasig-Tipton Company 
brought to Saratoga an understudy, young 
Ralph Retler, of Washington, who is fre- 
quently employed elsewhere as an auc- 
tioneer and horse show announcer. As it 
turned out, Mr. Strube became ill, and 
Retler, without previous experience of the 
sort, had to do the whole job during the 
two weeks of selling. He received many 
compliments for the manner in which he 
carried out the assignment. 


Phantom Foals is the buying alias of 
W. H. Fletcher, New York attorney. He 
races under the name of Phantom Farms. 


R. S. Howard, of San Francisco, son of 
Charles (Seabiscuit) Howard, showed up 
for the first time at the Tuesday evening 
sale and was a busy bidder for two even- 


ings. 


James Henderson, of the staff of the 
Thoroughbred Record, bought a Maxim 


colt at $1,400 August 1 for the account of 
Editor Neville Dunn. 


When the Cleveland philanthropist Al- 
win C. Ernst died last spring his racing 
stable was the best he had ever owned. 
The executors considered the various pos- 
sibilities involved, finally decided that a 
complete liquidation of the Ernst racing 
and breeding properties was the proper 
course. From then on it was plain the dis- 
persal of the racing stable would be one 
of the high points in the history of auc- 
tion sales. 

The nine head which went through the 
ring at the beginning of the sale of Sat- 
urday morning, August 21, brought a to- 
tal of $338,600. The average, $37.622, 
probably was a record of some sort. The 
high price. $106,000 for Algasir, was prob- 
ably the highest ever paid for a gelding, 
in an auction or otherwise. 

The third horse in the ring was the 3- 
year-old Alablue, currently the favorite 
for the Alabama Stakes. The bidding 
opened at $10,000, jumped to $20,000, 
$25,000, $35,000, and $50,000 almost in 
the time it would have taken her to run a 
furlong. At $50,000 the stamina of the 
bidders began to be tested. E. E. Dale 
Shaffer, of Coldstream Stud, dropped out 
when the bids climbed into the sixties. and 
the last bidders were Mrs. Elizabeth Gra- 
ham (Maine Chance Farm) and Horatio 
Luro (for Mrs. Barclay K. Douglas’ Mill 
River Stable). Luro silenced the oppo- 
sition at $72.000. 

Next came another prominent 3-year-old 
filly. Alfoxie. She started at $10,000, was 
bounced $5.000 at a time to the $40,000 
mark, finally went to the $50.000 nod of 
young William Post. He was bidding for 
Mrs. F. Ambrose Clark, who sat beside 
him in the front row. The Argentinian 
classic winner *Nina Bruja. which has 
not yet confirmed in the United States her 
high class in Argentina, went to Mrs. 
Frank Frankel for $31,000. 

Then the 2-year-old gelding Algasir, a 
prize product of *Sir Gallahad 3rd’s old 
age, was led into the ring. He went up 
by tens of thousands to $40,000, then by 
fives. Around $80,000 several bidders 
were still interested, among them a repre- 
sentative of Sheldon H. Fairbanks, of In- 
dianapolis, who bid on several others in 
the consignment but got nothing. But as 
the price moved toward $90,000 the con- 
tention settled to a duel between William 
Post and Horatio Luro. It was Post at 
$95,000, Luro at $100,000. 

The $100,000 figure seemed to have 
been the predetermined limit of both 
buyers. But Post and Mrs. Clark accepted 
George Swinebroad’s suggestion that the 
opposition was finished and another 
thousand might be enough. Luro and 
Mrs. Douglas thought it over at length, 
raised the bid to $105,000. Post wet his 
lips. looked across the ring to make a final

A $4,050 Average at Saratoga; 
How Many Yearlings Is Enough? 


The horse business seems to have an 
explanation of its own for the common 
malady of overproduction: 
Horsemen are prone to talk about lack of 
stall space as one of the most serious limi- 
tations upon their ability to buy yearlings 
and increase the size of their racing sta- 
bles. If there were plenty of stall space 
at the tracks. they reason, they could carry 
a few young horses with them. But since 
space is at a premium throughout the land. 
they have a hard enough time finding ac- 
commodations for their bread-winners. 
and they cannot be bothered with a search 
for fence posts to which to tie their ex- 
pensive yearling purchases.

But since the tracks seem to be per- 
fectly assured of their ability to stage 
meetings with the number of racers they 
are now able to accommodate. it appears 
that there are plenty of horses to keep the 
sport going. The apparent lack of stalls 
may be merely a blessing in disguise to 
keep horsemen from overextending them- 
selves in the purchase of surplus stock. 

This year there were fewer yearlings 
offered at Keeneland than at the 1947 
Summer Sales. and the average took only 
a slight drop. When 395 head. an in- 
crease of almost 25 per cent over last 
year’s offerings. hit the Saratoga ring. 
though. the market couldn't take it. The 
increase in numbers. plus a case of the 
war jitters aggravated by European crises 
and Russian window-jumpers. brought 
about a 2615 per cent break in the average. 
which went down to $4.050. 

A glance at the table of yearling sales 
by years on page 592 shows the extent of 
the increase in the number of young horses 
offered for sale. Already more than 1.000 
have been sold this year, and the fall sales 
are yet to come. In 1943 and 1944 there 
were fewer than 900 yearlings sold during 
the entire year. and in 1945 the total was 
still below 1.000. 

Looking backward. the Saratoga average 
seems to compare very favorably with the 
satisfactory averages established at 
Meadowbrook during the war years. But 
a comparison of breeders’ expenses would 
be an entirely different story.

The better yearlings sold as well or bet- 
ter, in numerous instances. than did com- 
parable yearlings last year. This year’s 
top of $52,000 was $8,000 better than last

The declining market caught several 
consignors not quite braced against the 
shock of prices lower than they expected 
to get, and as a result there appeared to 
have been a good many yearlings which 
went through the ring without actually 
changing hands. except to the extent of 
fulfilling the letter of the law. At one 
stage there was a discussion among two 
or three persons as to whether it was a 
misdemeanor in New York to bid on or 
purchase horses from one’s own consign- 
ment. Del Holeman, though he may not 
settle such arguments, can frequently break 
them up. “The worst punishment they can 
get.” he said. “is to get the horse back.” 


year’s $44,000. Even the second high this 
year came to $45,000. 

The offerings with no particular recom- 
mendation in either breeding or conforma- 
tion. however. were just too numerous for 
the market to absorb. They hit a bottom 
of $200: 54 sold below the $1.000 level. 
The group selling between $1,000 and 
$2.000 more than doubled in number. 120 
falling in that category this year compared 
with 55 in 1947, 

The median figure last year was $3.600. 
This year half the yearlings were unable 
to better $2,100. a decline of 4115 per 
cent.

The 206 buyers active at Saratoga as 
disclosed by the published summaries 
bought an average of 1.4 yearlings apiece. 
They spent. on the average. $7.767 each. 
Last year 178 buyers spent an average of 
$9.810. They got an average of 1.7 year- 
lings each. As at Keeneland. the cus- 
tomers had spent less, got less. 

The circle of those interested in the bet- 
ter class of offerings was limited. as it al- 
ways is at a sale of young racing stock. In 
the Saratoga instance. a group of 10 buy- 
ers (a little less than 415 per cent of the 
total number active at the ringside) 
bought 39 yearlings (about 10 per cent of 
the number offered) for $503.800. repre- 
senting about 31 per cent of the money 
spent. 

Mrs. Isabel Dodge Sloane’s Brookmeade 
Stable was the largest individual pur- 
chaser. The Virginia sportswoman paid 
$103.500 for five head. The King Ranch, 
represented at the ringside by Robert J. 
Kleberg. was second in this respect. The

The preliminary catalogue for the Sara- 
toga sales included 410 yearlings from 114 
consignors, The supplementary  cata- 
logues for the Clovelly Farm and Maine 
Chance Farm sales brought the totals to 
423 yearlings representing 116 consignors.

COLTS AND FILLIES 


Percentagewise there was little differ- 
ence in the declines in the average prices 
of the colts and fillies. Last year 191 colts 
brought an average of $5.763. This year 
211 colts averaged $4,277, a drop of 25.8 
per cent. The fillies last year averaged 
$5.124 for 126 head. This year 184 av- 
eraged $3.791. This was a 2 per cent 
drop. 

Colts represented 53 per cent of the of- 
ferings this year whereas in 1947 they 
made up 61 per cent.

2-Year-OldGelding 
Sells for $106,000 


The crowd assembled at the Fasig-Tip- 
ton Company’s paddock on Saturday morn- 
ing witnessed a new chapter in sales his- 
tory. It unfolded as the horses-in-training 
owned by the estate of the late Alwin C. 
Ernst were led into the ring. The nine 
head grossed $338.600. average $37,622. 
The high point was reached when the 2- 
year-old *Sir Gallahad 3rd gelding Algasir 
brought $106.000, a record for a gelding 
of his age. (Inchcape, a 2-year-old of 
1920, sold for $115,000 privately, but he 
was a colt.) The 3-year-old filly Alablue 
brought $72.000. the 3-year-old filly Al- 
foxie brought $50,000. and the 5-year-old 
South American-bred *Nina Bruja brought 
$31.000. 

Algasir, winner of the Flash Stakes and 
holder of the world record (:5044) for 
414 furlongs, was bought by Mrs. F. Am- 
brose Clark, who also bought Alfoxie. Mrs. 
Barclay Douglas’ Mill River Stable bought 
Alablue. 

The crowd was not seized with a buying 
hysteria. Just as at the yearling sales ses- 
sions of the preceding two weeks, the bid- 
ders were buying with discrimination. 
Some of the racing stock sold Saturday 
morning brought as little as $300. 

The eight-horse consignment entered in 
the sale by William Garth Jones and Ber- 
nard H. Heiman, who were dissolving a 
partnership, was not put up for auction. 
Mr. Jones bought out Mr. Heiman pri- 
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vately.

The ATBA Revises 


Its Procedures 


The American Thoroughbred Breeders 
Association held its annual meeting Friday 
morning. August 20, at the home of the 
president, John Hay Whitney, in Saratoga 
Springs, N. Y. Most of the association’s 
membership was represented by proxy. Be- 
sides the president, the meeting was at- 
tended by L. A. Beard (treasurer), Carle- 
ton F. Burke. George D. Widener, Alfred 
G. Vanderbilt. and Hal Price Headley. 
Non-members present were Daniel M. Bow- 
mar, business manager of the association’s 
publication THrE Broop-Horse: J. A. 
Estes, secretary of the association and ed- 
itor of THe Broop-Horse: and John 
Young, of the New York legal firm of Car- 
ter, Ledyard and Milburn. 

The meeting adopted a constitution and 
by-laws extensively amended as a result of 
a study which has been in progress for 
more than a year. Copies of the new doc- 
uments will be sent to members as soon as 
they are printed. 

Working at once under the new consti- 
tution and by-laws, the association elected 
as trustees: L. A. Beard, Carleton F. 
Burke, L. L. Haggin 2nd. Hal Price Head- 
ley.

Alfred G. Vanderbilt, John Hay Whitney. 
and George D. Widener. 

At the trustees’ meeting which followed 
immediately Mr. Whitney was re-elected 
president, Alfred Vanderbilt was named 
vice president, and L. A. Beard secretary- 
treasurer. 

The board of trustees also named an ex- 
ecutive committee which will have power 
to act for the board. It is composed of 
Mr. Whitney, Mr. Vanderbilt, and Mr.

The Claiming Rule: 


An Interpretation 


CuHIcaco 

Thoroughbred racing in Illinois oper- 
ates under the open claiming rule. which 
permits any registered owner starting a 
horse at a meeting at claim another horse 
from the same or a subsequent race at the 
same meeting. In other words, if you wish 
to claim a horse. you must first start one 
of your own at the meeting in order to 
become eligible to claim at that meeting. 
The rule covering starters applies to all 
previous races, claiming or otherwise. 

The claimant. of course. must otherwise 
be in good standing and have to his credit 
with the racing association an amount 
sufficient to cover the claim. The fore- 
going principles and requirements are in 
common practice under the open claim- 
ing rule and are well known. of course. 

But in Illinois. particularly at Arlington 
and Washington Parks. the procedure of 
establishing eligibility is not necessarily 
ended by the simple process of having a 
previous starter and a sufficient amount of 
credit. This was demonstrated recently 
ina case at Arlington Park in which the 
stewards disallowed and voided a claim 
and sustained the objection of the person 
fiom whom the claim was made. 

Because of this ruling by the Arlington 
Park stewards (who also serve at Washing- 
ton Park) the editors of THe BLoop- 
Horse and others immediately concerned 
with affairs of the Turf asked this corre- 
spondent to present an unbiased explan- 
ation of the rule under which the decision 
was made. 

First, quoting a clause from the rather 
lengthy Rule 90 adopted by the Illinois 
Racing Board to govern claiming races: 


The stewards shall be sole judges of the 
quality of the horses in the stable of the 
claimant, and shall decide when the spirit 
as well as the intent of the rule is being 
violated. They may, at their discretion, 
declare any claim void. 


NULLIFIED. Under the authority 
vested in them by that clause, the Arling- 
ton Park stewards on July 19 voided the 
claim of R. F. Rigali for the horse Out- 
sider, owned by Mrs. J. L. Oglesby and 
trained by her husband. The horse was 
entered to be claimed for $6,000. Mrs. 
Oglesby asked that the claim be not al- 
lowed because of the (lack of) quality of 
the horse Gold Bolt, which the claimant, 
Rigali, had started previously. 

Quoting from the ruling: The Board of 
Stewards find that the only horse, Gold 
Bolt, owned by Mr. Rigali started three

times at Arlington Park, finishing last two 
times and next to last another time, and 
finally was put on the veterinarian’s list. 

In his three starts Rigali’s only horse. 
Gold Bolt, was entered to be claimed for 
$10.000. $6,000 and $6,000. was beaten, 
13. 18 and 16 lengths in the respective 
races. 

The ruling concludes: The stewards 
have concluded that the objection of the 
claim filed by Mrs. J. L. Oglesby be sus- 
tained and the claim of R. F. Rigali be 
voided and the horse (Outsider) be placed 
in possession of Mrs. Oglesby. 

The Arlington-Washington Park board 
of stewards consists of William Hamilton. 
representing the Illinois Racing Board. 
and the association stewards S. L. James. 
Barry Whitehead. George Foster, Thomas 
A. Steele. and Charles J. Gormley. Jr. It 


appears that the decision was unanimous. 


CAUTIONS. The Outsider case estab- 
lished precedent without bringing forth an 
edict governing future cases of similar 
character. The stewards indicated that 
such cases. if they arise. will be de- 
termined by the specific factors and cir- 
cumstances in each case. 

But persons wishing to make claims at 
these tracks and hoping to have the claims 
stick had (1) better not use a “policeman” 
to make themselves eligible; (2) had bet- 
ter run their horses where they “belong” 
if they hope to become eligible claimants 
through such starters; (3) had better not 
hope to claim a high-bracket horse if 
they run only low-bracket platers them- 
selves. 

This third admonition is inferred from 
the reply of one of the stewards when they 
were asked if they would allow a claim for 
a $10.000 or $15.000 horse if the claimant 
had run only $2,500 or $3,000 horses him- 
self. (Presuming there were races of such 
variation in the book). 

“I would be inclined to disallow such a 
claim.” he said. None of the other three 
stewards in the room at the time offered 
a dissenting opinion. With a majority 
present the spokesman pointed to the rule: 
The stewards shall be the sole judges of 
the quality of the horses in the stable of 
the claimant. .. . They may, at their dis- 
cretion, declare any claim void. 

Then Judge Hamilton added: “You don’t 
find that rule in many other states.”

Mr. Everett’s Blind Handicaps; 
Some 2-Year-Old Developments 


Det Mar 

Webb A. Everett. the Santa Anita Park 
racing secretary who is on lend-lease to 
Del Mar. where he is serving as director of 
racing. has adopted a new thought at the 
Thoroughbred and sunbathing colony that 
makes good reading in the condition book. 


Everett has instituted what he calls 
“blind handicaps.” The name describes 
them right well, and they have been so 
successful that Everett keeps wondering 
why in the name of Dr. Charles H. Strub 
he never thought of it before. Very sim- 
ple and successful, too. So successful, in 
fact, that next winter the “blind handi- 
caps” will become standard operating pro- 
cedure at Santa Anita. And since vir- 
tually all California tracks follow the lead 
of Santa Anita, they probably will grow 
into fixtures at all our western race 
courses. On the theory that a new thought 
will be interesting, if not downright wel- 
come, to racing secretaries and horsemen 
elsewhere, Everett’s idea is passed on here- 
with. 

In all overnight handicaps, no weights 
are made public until the official entries 
are closed and released at the normal time. 
From then on the method of scratching 
out is just the same as for any other race. 
At Del Mar, no scratches below eight are 
permitted unless approved by the track or 
State veterinarian. All this, of course, does 
not apply to stakes races; solely to over- 
night handicaps. The former practice was 
to post weights some 24 hours in advance, 
give trainers a chance to measure the op- 
position, anc! then let those who wished 
enter the race at the usual time of closing. 


From a racing secretary’s standpoint, 
the “blind handicap” has numerous ad- 
vantages. Most important. he knows the 
horses are entered to run, not because the 
trainer may have a hankering to find out 
just what the handicapper thinks of his 
horse. 


Many excellent races die a-borning be- 
cause rival trainers, spotting Citation, 
Coaltown, or even a With Pleasure or an 
On Trust in the weight list, have no desire 
to tangle with them. A somewhat similar 
instance popped up almost immediately 
at Del Mar. Frances Keller, the capable 
woman trainer, had entered Meltonian in 
an overnight handicap. When the entries 
come out and she saw which horses she 
had to run against, Mrs. Keller pleaded 
that her little horse wanted out. Everett 
and Racing Secretary Herman Sharpe ar- 
gued that at the weights—108 pounds— 
Saturday, 


August 28, 1948 


Meltonian had an excellent chance. He 
won, of course. 

The same thing happened to Willie Mol- 
ter, who seldom argues about anything. 
He made considerable noise, however, 
when he entered W. G. Gilmore’s Cold 
Roll in an overnight handicap, and she 
came up with 119 pounds. Molter was 
even more surprised when Cold Roll gal- 
loped to an easy victory. These incidents 
are related merely to show that even train- 
ers can be wrong, as though you never sus- 
pected it, and that sometimes they miss 
out on a good thing and spoil a nice race 
by refusing to run after nominating a horse. 

The “blind Handicap,” of course, was 
thought up by a racing secretary, and they 
undoubtedly help him in his work. But 
they also hold many advantages for horse- 
men. 

Many a time this reporter has been with 
a trainer when his horse blew out surpris- 
ingly well, and he was bemoaning his luck 
because he had failed to enter him in a 
race for which he had been named. An- 
other advantage. at least as far as Santa 
Anita winter racing is concerned, is that 
an overnight rain might change the condi- 
tion of the track. A mudder which failed 
to pass the entry box under the old sys- 
tem might find a good race at his mercy 
under the new. 

As a matter of fact, Everett got the idea 
from rather close observation of a trainer, 
although if he reads these lines it will be 
news to him. The trainer is the highly 
capable A. E. Alexandra. who conditions 
the stable owned by E. P. Taylor, of Can- 
ada. Alexandra wintered at Santa Anita 
last season, and not once did he enter a 
horse in a handicap but what that horse 
ran. The more Everett thought of that, the 
better he liked it from every possible 
standpoint. The “blind handicap” is a 
result of Alexandra’s running horses where 
he intended them to run. 


TUNER-INNERS.  Everett’s other new 
thought at Del Mar concerns jockeys, and 
the idea might be well worth passing on 
because there is a chance the Jockeys’ 
Guild, one of the Turf’s finer organiza- 
tions, might request it’s adoption at all 
tracks. 

Before each race Everett has his stew- 
ards, placing judges, patrol judges, et al, 
visit the paddock. Each official is as- 
signed a horse, and he tunes in attentively 
on the riding instructions given the jockey 
by the owner or trainer. Then, if there is 
any question about the race, a star wit-

Bert Thomp- 
son, able western representative of the 
Jockeys’ Guild, will ask the California 
Racing Board to have other tracks follow 
the Del Mar plan. 


THE YOUNG FRY. This has been an 
excellent season for 2-year-olds in Califor- 
nia. The better ones began coming out at 
Hollywood Park, and they are still on their 
way at Del Mar. 

Perhaps not the best, but certainly one 
of the better youngsters of this season is 
Pan De Azucar’s home-bred colt Firoling, 
a quick son of the speed sire *Firozepore, 
out of Easy Sailing, by *Happy Argo. 
*Firozepore has sent some fleet colts to 
the races. and Firoling is not going to hurt 
his reputation. 

Firoling has started twice at Del Mar. 
In his first outing. he tied an 11-year-old 
track record of 1:0515 for 51% furlongs, 
and in his next chance he did a little bet- 
ter by knocking it down to 1:05 flat. In 
his only other start, which was at Holly- 
wood Park, Firoling was out-photographed 
by Robert S. Howard’s Fractured in a race 
in which he bucked his shins. 

Honeymoon’s' kid brother. Pedigree, 
made his racing debut recently at Del Mar 
and looked capable of carrying on the fam- 
ily tradition in grand style. The *Beau 
Pere colt has filled out nicely since the 
Louis B. Mayer dispersal sale last Janu- 
ary, when he was bid in by C. H. Jones and 
Sons, of Long Beach. for $68.000. He still 
is not a large colt, but he has good bal- 
ance. 

In his debut, Pedigree raced very green- 
ly. He found himself crowded back at the 
start and when he did get running room 
he lugged over in the stretch and had to 
survive a claim of foul to keep the de- 
cision. 

At the wire he had only a nose the best 
of Raving Beauty, a Free France—*Silis- 
tria 2nd filly which came out of the same 
sale for $11,500. 

She is Drumbeat’s half-sister, and in her 
first start she had a lot clearer idea of 
what it was all about than did Pedigree. 
She ran straight and true all the way, had 
fine speed, and might have won except for 
considerable crowding in the last 15 yards. 
Quite a few of us, in fact, forgot Pedigree 
long enough to wonder if perhaps Mr. 
Mayer has not come up with another top 
sire in Free France.
